2. It is my understanding that I have been asked to state on the record the circumstances 
regarding the PowerPoint presentation (Exhibit A) disclosed and described in the Declaration 
executed by the inventors and filed with the USPTO on February 24, 2009. 



3 . The PowerPoint presentation (Exhibit A) was a reproduction of an internal, private, 
PowerPoint presentation conducted by me at the National Institutes of Health (NIH) prior to the 
effective filing date of Nelson et al. (US Publication No. 2004/010143). The same presentation 

was also provided to the Technical Support Working Group (TSWG), Combating Terrorism 
Technical Support Office of the U. S. Department of Defense (DoD) at a closed U. S. 
Govermnent meeting attended by myself, the presenter, and Dr. Murray L Cohen, one of the co- 
inventers, prior to the effective filing date of Nelson et al. 
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4. I attended the internal, private, research meeting along with an internal scientific review 
group of invited NIH personnel. The private and confidential meeting during which the 
presentation was made was not public. I and the NIH personnel restricted the information, and 
location to where there was a reasonable expectation of privacy. The presentation made to 
TSWG was presented in DoD offices in a closed, private meeting. The content of this 
presentation also was not made public. 

5. I fiarther declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and that 
all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and, further, that these 
statements were made with the knowledge that willful false statements and the like are 
punishable by fine or imprisonment, or botii, under § 1001 of Titie 18 of the United States Code 
and that such willfiil false statements may jeopardize the validity of the application or document 
or any patent issuing therefi-om.
